Elba BOE hears some positive news from 
superintendent on some funding approvals

The Elba Board of Edu- 
cation members elected 
their leaders for the year last 
Tuesday, May 19, during 
the board’s regular monthly 
meeting. 

Gladys Yelverton was 
elected by her peers to serve 
as board president for the 
year, beginning with the 
June 2020 meeting. DeAnn 
Grantham was elected to 
serve as the board vice pres- 
ident for the year. 

Elba High School stu- 
dents that qualified to par- 


. ticipate in the national 


FCCLA conference and 
STAR competitions this 
summer will still get their 
out-of-state trip, if every- 
thing comes together, de- 
spite the competitions that 
had been set for Washington 
DC being canceled. 

The students will still 
compete; however, Superin- 
tendent Chris Moseley said 
the competition would be 
held virtually now due to 
the ongoing COVID-19 
pandemic safety concerns. 

Moseley said the students 
and parents of the students 
that were going to make the 
trip still wanted to be able to 
do so, and he said the travel 
tickets had already been 
purchased prior to the com- 
petition being canceled. 
Therefore, he said he and 
Career Tech coordinator 
Christina Morgan decided it 
would still be a great en- 
richment for the students if 


they were allowed to go on 
the trip, providing every- 
thing comes together and 
public safety concerns con- 
tinue to ease. 

The trip would now be 
shortened a few days than 
originally planned with the 
new dates being July 3rd — 
July 8th. 

Morgan said the idea 
would be to make this an 
extra incentive for the stu- 
dents to still want to com- 
pete in the STAR 
competitions despite them 
being held virtually instead 
of in-person in Washington. 
Also, she said it would still 
allow the students to ‘see 
the sights’ and experience 
the extra things they would 
have been able to do had the 
original trip stayed on track. 

Moseley and Morgan also 
told board members that the 
parents of the students 
going had shown interest in 
making the trip as well; 
therefore, they said that 
would be an extra layer of 
safety for the students as 
their parents would be right 
there with them to make 
decisions should something 
come up on the trip. 

The board gave its ap- 
proval for the out-of-state 
travel for these Career Tech 
students should they be able 
to continue with the trip. 

A handful of personnel 
matters were approved by 
the board during the May 
19th meeting. 

Moseley said longtime 
Elba teacher Kathy Holmes 


had submitted her retire- 
ment letter, effective July 
1st. The board approved her 
retirement with no opposi- 
tion. 

Three hires were rec- 
ommended by the superin- 
tendent and approved by the 
board. This included two 
teachers for the elementary 
school and one system hire 
for the child nutrition pro- 


gram. 

Shelia Johnson and 
DeReatha Tolle were hired 
to be teachers at the elemen- 
tary school. Moseley said 
Johnson comes to Elba from 
Enterprise and Tolle comes 
to Elba from Colorado. He

County school system will retain five classes for its schools 
Elba City Schools awarded second 
Pre-K classroom for upcoming year 


Governor Kay Ivey and 
the Alabama Department of 
Early Childhood Education 
announced earlier this week 
that the nationally-rec- 
ognized, high quality Ala- 
bama First Class Pre-K 
program will add 55 new 
classrooms to 25 counties 
this fall. 

One of those new class- 
rooms is a second class for 
Elba City Schools. 

During the Elba City 
Board of Education meeting 
held Tuesday evening, May 
19, Superintendent Chris 
Moseley announced to the 
board that he was elated to 
learn a short time before the 
board meeting that Elba had 
been awarded a second Pre- 
K class for the upcoming 
school year. He said this 
would not only mean more 
opportunities for children to 
be accepted into Elba’s Pre- 
K program, but it would 
also mean two additional 
jobs being added for Elba 
City Schools — a teacher and 
teacher assistant. 

The Department received 
163 new classroom applica- 
tions, and 123 of those met 
the qualifying criteria for 
funding. With the $6 million 
appropriated for First Class 
Pre-K in the FY2021 Edu- 
cation Trust Fund budget, 
the Department is able to 
fund 55 new classrooms 
with 68 eligible alternate 
classrooms on the waitlist. 

“Alabama First Class 
Pre-K is a model of excel- 
lence in early learning for 
the nation,” Governor Ivey 
said. “By adding 55 class- 
rooms, we will ensure that 
22,500 children will build a 


strong foundation for their 
educational journey. I ap- 
plaud the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Early Childhood 
Education for their uncom- 
promising work in provid- 
ing high quality early 
childhood education.” 

New classrooms will ex- 
pand access to the state 
funded, voluntary pre-kin- 
dergarten program to 
22,500 children in the 2020- 
2021 school year, with more 
than 1,250 classrooms state- 
wide serving 38 percent of 
4-year-old children, moving 
closer to reaching Ala- 
bama’s pre-k access goal of 
reaching 40,000 students. 
Since 2013, state appropria- 
tions for pre-k expansion 
have increased 350 percent. 
An additional 110 teachers 
will be employed through 
this year’s First Class Pre-K 
program funding increase. 

As announced by Goy- 
ernor Ivey last month, for 
the 14th consecutive year, 
Alabama leads the nation in 
providing the highest qual-

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CEC urges members with past-due accounts 


to make contact to discuss payment options 


As Covington Electric 
Cooperative [CEC] pre- 
pares to reinstate normal 
collection procedures, 
members who currently 
owe a balance on their elec- 
tric account (this includes 
post-pay and pre-pay) need 
to contact the co-op to dis- 
cuss payment options, and 
other ways CEC can help 
its members. 

CEC temporarily sus- 
pended service disconnec- 
tions and waived late fees 
due to nonpayment of bills 
on March 18 to help its 
members during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. This 
is one of the steps that CEC 
took to reduce stress on its 
members and provide local 
families and businesses 
with certainty during an un- 
certain time. Since the start 
of the pandemic, CEC has 


worked to support families 
and businesses throughout 
the community by also ac- 
celerating capital credit re- 
turns to eligible members. 
As the community begins 
to recover from the pan- 
demic, CEC resumed nor- 
mal collection procedures 
for accounts with past due 
balances beginning May 
26, 2020. The COVID-19 
pandemic was unprece- 
dented and CEC under- 
stands that many members 
may have had trouble pay- 
ing their electric bills dur- 
ing this critical time. 
Customers that missed 
payments and have a past- 
due balance are reminded 
that CEC can help. The co- 
op mailed letters to 
members with past-due ac- 
counts on May | notifying 
them about their options. 


Members can make a 
payment arrangement on 
their account by calling

State AG warns against stimulus checks being taken from 
nursing home residents who are Medicaid recipients 


Attorney General Steve 
Marshall is advising nursing 
home residents, as well as 
their family members, that 
those residents who are Med- 
icaid recipients should be 
vigilant against having their 
federal stimulus payments 


improperly taken from 
them. 
While Medicaid recipients 


may have to sign over re- 
sources, in some circum- 
stances, to nursing homes 
where they reside, this does 
NOT apply to current federal 
stimulus checks from the 
CARES Act. Congress clas- 
sified these monies as tax 
credits. Under tax law, tax 
credits do not count as “re- 
sources” for federal benefits 
programs. This means that re- 
cipients may keep the stimu- 
lus payments, and that they 
may not be seized by nursing 
homes. 

“We are now beginning to 
receive a few reports of con- 
cern that some Alabama nurs- 
ing homes may be attempting

number; however, he said 
the phone number has been 
spoofed [copied] to look 
like the call is coming from 
the sheriff office. 

“Just hang up the phone if 
you get this type call,” Sut- 
ton said.

Always Leave Them Laughing! 


Vacations with my family were always an adventure. Dad got two weeks of vacation 
every year, and he believed in taking it all at one time. Once a year we would load up 
Mom and Dad, four children and sometimes Granny and hit the road. Two solid weeks of 
togetherness is enough to make any family a little punchy. Much like National Lampoon’s 
Grizwald family, we could always count on something crazy happening. 

I’ll never forget the year Dad decided to drive to Colorado. He thought it would be fun 
to go see the Rocky Mountains and take in several sights along the way. Reservations 
were made and the itinerary was written out. Dad had a special mattress made to fit in the 
back of the family station wagon so we could lie down and sleep if we wanted to. Today 
they would put you in jail for not having proper child restraints, but back then, as long as 
the kids were actually inside the car everything was okay. 

Dad had the entire trip all mapped out: where we would stop, what we would see, and 
how long we would stay in each place. He derived great pleasure from planning a vacation. 
Perhaps he could have been a travel agent had he not been such a good doctor. While Dad 
enjoyed sticking to a schedule, it did leave us feeling a bit giddy at times after a long day. 
More than once we noticed scowls in the restaurant when our laughter became too loud 


over the evening meal. 


We left well before daylight on the first morning. I’m sure Dad wanted to get as far as 
he could before I woke up and started asking questions. “Where are we?” How much 
farther?” “Are we there yet?” “When are we going to see the ‘mountings’?” There are 
certain responsibilities that come with being the youngest child. One is to drive your 
family crazy on vacation; I was just fulfilling my obligation. The “old man” was not to 
be disappointed. I woke up as soon as he put me in the car, and I started quizzing him be- 
fore we got out of Jefferson County. 

Most of what I remember about that trip is great. We saw the St. Louis Arch “Gateway 
to the West”, and got to go up in it. We stayed one night in Hays, Kansas. As far as I 
could tell, it was the only place in Kansas. Of course, we also saw the beautiful and ma- 
jestic Rocky Mountains, some of the most breathtaking scenery I have ever encountered 
in my life. All in all, it was two weeks very well spent. 

However, there were plenty of those giddy times as well. You can’t drive ten or eleven 
hours in one day and not get a little crazy, One particular thing that happened sticks out 
in my mind. I think I remember it so well because I was the one who did it. We stopped 
for gas somewhere along the way. Back then there were still full service gas stations, 
where an attendant actually pumped your gas, cleaned your windshield, and checked your 
oil. Now your lucky if you even talk to a human at a gas station. Dad got out to watch 
the man pump our gas and check our oil. I never understood why, but he always did. 

While Dad was outside watching the service station attendant open the hood to check 
our oil I decided to climb over the front seat to sit with Mom. As I was climbing over, my 
foot got stuck and I lost my balance. At precisely the same time the man leaned under the 
hood, I literally sat down on the horn. 

To say he was a bit startled would be an understatement. He jumped straight up in the 
air and smacked the back of his head on the car hood. Mother pulled me off the horn 
rather quickly as the man staggered around the front of the car. I sheepishly looked out 
the window to see if Daddy was upset. To my surprise, he was leaning on the car howling. 
As the service station man came to his senses Dad tried to regain his composure, but he 


couldn’t stop laughing. 


Inside the car, Mother was laughing so hard she had tears rolling down her cheeks. The 
rest were also laughing now that we knew I wasn’t going to die when Dad got back in. As 
we left the gas station, the poor attendant was still shaking his head. We were revived and 
ready for some more driving time. 

The Bible has a few things to say about laughter. “A cheerful heart is good medicine, but a

crushed spirit dries up the 
bones” (Proverbs 17:22).
